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DETAILED ACTION 

This action is in response to the amendment filed on 6/21/2007. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 6/21/2007 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicant acknowledges that Shigetomi calculates a duty ratio and compares the duty 
ratio with a reference value. Applicant asserts that since Shigetomi discloses comparing a duty 
ratio of counted values with a reference value, Shigetomi does not disclose a comparison of 
counted values of a time point when the opposite level is detected with previously-input counted 
numbers or respective levels of the pulse signal. This argument is not persuasive because the 
duty ratio of Shigetomi is a representation of the counted values when the opposite level is 
detected, and therefore, Shigetomi discloses comparing the counted value of a time point when 
the opposite level is detected with the stored reference values. For example, a duty ratio of 90% 
is a representation of 9 HI pulses and 1 LO pulse during a sampling time. Therefore, a 
comparison of a duty ratio of 9 HI pulses followed by 1 LO pulse, as is possible in the Shigetomi 
method of calculation, reads on the claimed comparison of counted values. Furthermore, the 
method of comparing the counted values using duty ratios of HI and LO pulses is the same 
method disclosed by applicant (see fig. 4 and pars. 58-60).
